Zero grazing, or "soiling" as it 
is the practice of bringing feed to 
the cow. Dr. Graf says it is parti - 
cularliy adaptable to larger herds.

Rem:ve fly-breedin« sites if you 
want to be sure flies wont be 
beyond control the rest of the 
year, say VPI entomologists. 
' Chemicals alone will not do the 
Job ,but a pi^per coiiri»inatlon of 
chemicals ccmplete-sanitation will 
largely do, away with the fly popu- 
lation. 

To start the cteani^), remove all 
manure and compost piles to the 
fields and spread them out to dry. 
Clean all fe«l lots ^ scraping 
them down to the concrete, or 
scraping down to fresh earth if 
the lets are unwtved.__L^ 

There are countless breeding 
sites around the farm that will 
^cape notice if the cleanup is not 
thorough. The important thing is 
to kwp at it. cme fntntlc, hapa- 
zard cleanup won't jstop fuis team 
breeding. 

FUes are continually becoming 
resistant to the deadll^ of In- 
secticides. If the chemicals have 
been used too much in sot$x loca- 



liUas they won't be effective any- 
more. 

But a good cleanup, which pre- 
vents most of the flies from breed- 
Inii, win serve as w^ or better 
than the best inseciicldes used 
al<me.

Rate Announced 
For 1957 On 
Wheat Payments 

Acting' Secretary of Agriculture 
True D. Morse announced that the 
"unit' rate for determining pay- 
ments under the wheat Acreage 
Reserve of the Soil Bank In il9ft7 
will be 00 percent Of the national 
average prtee support level. 

Wheat price supports at an aver- 
age of $2.00 a bushel for ld57 ir-o- 
dactlon, to be available for those 
who comply with farm allotment 
in all commercial wheat states If 
marketing quotas are approved in 
the July 20 referendum, were an- 
nounced by the Department on 
July 2. The ©0 percent unit rate 
wUl be $1 JO a bushel, as an appro- 
ximate national average, with the 
usual differentials for local areas. 

The comparable price support 
level for 1856-crop wheat is also 
at $240 a bushel, and the unit 
rate for determining Acreage Re- 
serve payments is also at a nation- 
al average of $1.20 a bushel. There- 
fore, both the price support figure 
and t>ie Acreage Reserve unit rate 
rate are being continued for 1967 
at the levels in effect for this 
year's production. 

The actual payments which far- 
mers can earn for takin? part In 
the 1957 wheat Acreage Reserve 
will l» determined by multiplying 
Ihe base unit rate for the local 
county by a yield figure which will 
be established for the farm by the 
county Agricultural StabUlaation 
and Conservation comimttee. 

ReguUitons to govern the 1957 
Acreage Reser%'e program will be 
sent to the field In the near future.* 
They will include the "OOperoent of 
price support" unit rate ror wi>eat 
which is being announced in ad- 
vaiu:e today. 

"We are announcing the 1W7 
unit rate for wheat payments un- 
der the Acreage Reserve at this 
time," saUd Secretary Marse, "in 
order to give wheat farmers a^ple ! 
time to plan their operatons. This 
is especially important for 'sum- 
mer fallow' and other wheat areas 
where pkns are normiily made 
arly In the season. In lesi than 
two months, fanners in some are-

"The , law pr^eribes maximum 
limitations on the amuont that 
can be expended under the acre- 
age reserve program for any y*af, 
both on anover-all t»sis and with 
respect to Individual croiw. In or- 
der to obeervie these maximum li- 
mitations It will be necessary to 
set limits which wUl gcvern the 
acreage of wheat — both whiter 
and spring — that can be accepted 
under the program for 1957. Iliese 
limits will be established mi a 
State and mdividuai county basis. 

"When farmers vote In th'a wh- 
eat marketing quota referendum 
on July 20, they,m)iU hay# aU tlte- 
baslb information they need In 
maklTO this decision. They will 
know the price support levels 
available for those who c:mply 
with theh* wheat allotments, and 
the unit rate for Acreage Reserve 
payments which can be eimed 
by kepink what acreage below the 
allotments." -.

Virginia Farmers 
Having Plant 
Disease Trouble 

Wginia fanaeni are having 
their usual seasonal woes with 
plant dlMaaea. 8, B. Penne, plant 
disease specialists at MVl, has pin- 
pointed a few <^ the current pro- 
blems. ^ 

On wheat, scB^T^lnunthoi^- 
rlum foot rot and quite a lot of an- 
thrjincnose hu been reptn-ted. 
"Take-aU" has occurr^ in several 
counties. Thia is a rather unusual 
disease that Konetime occurs in 
spot in a field causing the wheat 
to' be considerately shorter and the 
stems blackened near th ground. 
The grain Is usually greatly re- 
uced in yield. Take-all umially oc- 
curs only when wheat' is grown 
for a nund)er of years in the same 
soil. The control is simple. I^- 
low a rotation wherein wheat does 
not follow wheat in the same field 
in succssiTO years. 

The most serious idlment with 
oats lias been victoria blight. Usu- 
ally this means that a non-recom- 
mended variety of oats was plant- 
ed early in the fall when the soil 
was still warm, whn susceptible 
varieties ar easily damaged by the 
fungus. Seed treatment helps ma- 
terially in reducing the amount 
of victoria blight. Th cost of seed 
traitment is small. It is a simple 
operation and ^ould be a regular 
practice. 

Unfavorable growing conditions 
caused by cool weather have re- 
sulted in damage ta com. Rarely 
do such damagel seedlings catch 
up with normal growing plants. 
Seed treatment usually helpis. It 
will at least prolong the time the 
seed can remain in tht^ «qU, witiL- 
oiit serious injury. - 

Most of the diseased specimens 
of flowers ' receivd in VPI labora- 
tories have shown varying degrees 
of ro3t rot. About the only practi- 
cal control of root rot diseases in 
a flower sarden is to prepare a 
new bed and start off with dise- 
asee-f ree plants in clean, sterilised 
soil. Several flowrs have alho been 
affected with various leafspbts. 
Most of the leafspot troubles can 
be effectively controlled by fol- 
lowing a definite apny ar dust 
program.

In fact, if outside fauc^ are not 
available on farms already equip- 
ped with running water, the ex- 
tra exoense is justified when out- 
side connections are installed, the 
expert say. 

Hours of labor spent in carrying 
water to livestock or to a psultry 
range can be saved when perman- 
ent pipes ar laid. 

Valuable builings also may be 
saved in the event of fire if a 
strong stream of water can be 
promptly played on the blaze. 

Besides these benefits, lawns, 
shrubbery, and annual borders c^n 
be kept in good condition, and the 
backyard garden can l>e watered 
to increase productivity.

Some farmers dori't know what 
"pH" Dteans, VPI specialists say. 

The tenn is used to express the 
degree ot acidity in soils, on a scale 
running from to 14. A pH read- 
ing of 0.7 is neutral, a reading of 
below 0.7 Is acid, above 0.7 is alka- 
line. 

A ^11 test will show the pH of 
the soil, and now is a good time 
to have one made. Ask your county 
agent for^ information on taking 
and mailing soil samples.

RIPE WATERMELONS HARD 
TO IDENTIFY 

An experienced grower of wa- 
termelons may have confldenc in 
his ^thump." But watermelon is 
one of thetnost difficult vegetables 
to harvest at the right stafe of 
maturity, accordiig to horticultu- 
rists at VPI. 

At havest time, the say, the old 
"thumping test" may help those 
with a keen ear and considerable 
experience. If the mellon has a 
metallic rings when thumped, it is 
green. However, if ripe the sound 
will be muffled and dead. 

An easier way to examine the 
rind where it toughes the ground. 
The melon usually is ripe when 
the area has turned from white 



to pale yellow, tmt this is not al- 
ways definite^. 

Another tip - leave a&}ut two 
inches of Uie st«n on the melon 
wh«a harvsted unless it's to be 
eaten Immediately. 

Cantaloupe is.immautre when 
the net Is flattened with a slight 
crease along the top. and the color 
through th netting is dark or gray- 
ish green. The cantaloupe usually 
la ripe when the net is fully round- 
d and ah color through the nett- 
ing is ylellowish green. Also when 
ripe, the cantaloupe sUps easily 
from th st«B» leaving a big scar. 



SVBSOLLING APPARENTLY 
HAS UTTLE BfTECT ON 
CROP YOLDS 

If you are among the farmers 
and/or professional agricultural 
workers, who have been asking que- 
stions about subsoili^g. the past 
few years, youll likely be interested 
in t%e results of some research at 
VH Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion. 

A three-year study conducted 
by the station in the northern 
Piedmont and coastal plain areas 
revealed no, real diffra-ences in 
yields of alfalfa, corn, or peanuts 
when subsoiling (or chiseling) was 
one alone o.- in combination with 
9Ul»:ll applications of limestone 
and/or superhosphate. 

J. H. Lillard. agricultural en- 
gineer at VPI, who was project 
leader for the tests, explains that 
subsoiling has been practiced to 
a Umited extent in some areas of 
the United States for many years. 
However, its us has been restricted 
because tJiere is very little evidence 
to indicate that subsoiling alone 
has paid its way, except on a few 
special soli conditi:ns. ' 

The study was conducted hi eo- 
operatlcm with the soil and water 
conservation rej»etch branch,US 
DA Agricultural R^arch Service. 
It is reported, to fSl in Research 
Report No. 1 of the VPI Agricul- 
tural Experiment Staticm. llie re- 
port is the first of a new series at 
publ.catlrns, to be called "Research 
Reports." They will cover research 
of a seasonal nature, pn^ress in 
long-time ro»f rch which has reve- 
aled some tentative conclusion, or 
some conclusive results f?om a 
segment of larger projects.

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Building shelters for wasps to 
Uve in near tobacco fields may help 
Tarmers control homworms. 

Dr. J. O. Rowell, entomolt^t at 
VK, reports that tests by the U. S. 
D^artment of Agriculture and by 
thenearby North Carolina Experi- 
ment Station, indicate that tobac- 
co farmers might eventually vse 
wa^)s to reduce the cost of pest 
cotrol. 

These insects are commonly cal- 
led paperhani^rs wa^ia. They have 
long been known tp entomologists 
as natural enemies of tobacco 
homworms and. to a lesser extent 
of budworms and other pests of 
toMMca plaiHs. 

Scientists belive that suital^Ie 
shelters can encourager the build- 
up of wasp populations. The wasps 
in turrv^wUl halp conrtol tobacco 
pests. Although the research done 
so far Is encouraging, further 
study will be needed before their 
use is recommended. 



The-ires«irchers. who conceived 
the idea of wasp shelters, believe 
that the wasj|» dont live in tobacco 
fields, which offer little protection 
against their enemies or the weat- 
her, but rather in bordering grass, 
brush, or wooded areas. A long 
ntutow box of rough boards, loated 
at t|ie edge of a tobacco field, 
makes a good shelter. The side or 
end would be left open and covered 
with chicken wire to protect the 
wasfa from birds <» other preda- 
tors, belters are fastened to posts, 
usually witb. the open slrde facing 
th ground. 

Tqjaacco homworms, so common 
In th South, feed on 'the leaves of 
tobacco plants. A population of 
only two homwonns to 50 plants 
can damage about 500 tobaeoco 
leaves in an acre. Since each tobac- 
co leaf is worth abolit one cent to 
a farmer, the damage done by even 
a few homworms can be conside- 
rable. \ 
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Elevators Valuable 
At Harvest Time • 

.Elevators and conveyors, avail- 
able' in aeveral'^ippea oiul aiiSI 
can take much of the back-break- 
ing labor out of life on &» farm. 

J. L. Calhoun, associate agricul- 
tural engineer at VPI. a»yt stOTing 
a crop at harvest time can be a 
worriscnne bottleneck If ycu are 
still handling amaa grains, baled 
hay, ear com, etc.. by haml met- 
hods. 

Mechanical elevatora and con* 
veyoi? do the Job easier, ^akktx, 
and at less cost. The types avail* 
able include the cup. or bucket 
elevator, which is usually histalled 
In a fixed IcoaUon. It's good diolee 
for a granary to elevate small 
grain i^to storage bins. Wtth Uie 
proper set-up, the cup elevatw 
can also be used to move grain 
from one bin to another. 

Btcwer elevators are used main- 
ly to elevate chopper hay uid m- 
silftse. Some types are esigned (o 
handle small garin and shelled 
con. 

. The popular drag elevator hat 
cleats fastened to a chain or a 
belt that slides along hi a ti^mgh- 
shapd channel. Some can be, used 
to elevate different crops. Qthree 
are built fm^ special Jobs. Oenerai 
purposs drag elevators are often 
mounted on wheels. The nnaller 
ones aer light encKigh to be oar- 
rted 1^ hand.' 
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
